This change |owers the standards that
all credit unions need to neet in order to renove any nmenber who they
consider to be verbally or physically abusive to the staff of the
credit union.

No customer of any establishnent (including a credit wunion)
shoul d be verbally or physically abusive toward enpl oyees. There are
currently Ilaws and renedies available to all businesses, when one of
their customers engages in crimnal behavior. | would prefer that
any changes made in this regard, if indeed they need to be nade,
apply nore widely that just to credit unions.

Current |law already provides a neans for credit unions to renpbve
i ndi vidual nenbers when this decision is voted on by 2/3 of the
menbers. House bill 3838 would Ilower this standard to a sinple
majority of a quorum of the board of directors, a significant
reduction in the rights of credit union nenbers.

I am al so concerned that the lack of specificity in this |anguage
would potentially allow credit wunions to take action agai nst
i ndi vidual nenmbers who may sinply be trying to settle nore basic
di sagreenents over their accounts at the credit union. I  recognize
that this is not the intent of this portion of House Bill 3838 but |
am concerned that this could be the result if this change becones
I aw. Therefore, | believe that maintaining the current higher
threshold for renoval froma credit union is the appropriate course
of action.

"Eligible enpl oyee" neans a police officer who is hired on or
within one vyear after the effective date of the self-managed pl an
est abl i shed under Section 3-109.

"I neligible enpl oyee" neans a police officer who is hired before
or nore than one year after that effective date.

(b) Each eligible enployee may elect to participate in the
sel f-managed plan with respect to all periods of covered enploynent
occurring on and after the effective date of the eligible enployee's
el ection.

Sec. 3-109.3. Sel f-mnaged pl an.

(a) Purpose. The General Assenbly finds that it is inportant
for municipalities to be able to attract and retain the nost
qualified police officers and that in order to attract and retain
these police officers, nunicipalities should have the flexibility to
provi de a defined contribution plan as an alternative for eligible
enpl oyees who elect not to participate in a defined benefit
retirenment program provided under this Article. Accordingly, a
sel f-managed plan shall be provided, which shall offer participating
enpl oyees the opportunity to accunmul ate assets for retirenment through
a conbi nation of enployee and enployer contributions that may be
invested in nmutual funds, collective investnent funds, or other
i nvestment products and used to purchase annuity contracts, either

fixed or variable, or a conbination thereof. The plan nmust be
qgualified under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986.
(b) Study by Commi ssion; Adoption of plan. The Illinois Pension

Laws Conmmi ssion shall study and evaluate the creation of a statew de
sel f-managed plan for eligible enployees under this Article. The
Conmi ssion shall reports its findings and reconmendations to the
General Assenbly no |ater than January 1, 2002.

In accordance with the recommendati ons of the Conmi ssion and any
action taken by the General Assenbly in response to t hose
recommendations, a statew de self-nanaged plan shall be adopted for
eligible enpl oyees under this Article. The self-mnaged plan shal
take effect as specified in the plan, but in no event earlier than
July 1, 2002 or the date of its approval by the U S. Internal Revenue
Servi ce, whichever occurs |ater

The sel f-managed plan shall include a plan document and shal
provide for the adoption of such rules and procedures as are
necessary or desirable for the admnistration of the self-nmanaged
pl an. Consistent with fiduciary duty to the participants and
beneficiaries of the self-managed plan, it nmay provide for del egation
of suitable aspects of plan adninistration to conpani es authorized to
do business in this State.

(c) Selection of service providers and funding vehicles. The
principal admnistrator of the self-nanaged plan shall solicit
proposals to provide adninistrative services and fundi ng vehicles for
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the sel f-managed plan frominsurance and annuity conpani es and nut ual
fund conpanies, banks, trust conpani es, or ot her financia
institutions authorized to do business in this State. In review ng

the proposals received and approving and contracting with no fewer
than 2 and no nore than 7 conpanies, the principal adm nistrator
shal |l consider, anmong other things, the following criteria:
(1) the nature and extent of the benefits that would be
provi ded to the participants;
(2) the reasonableness of the benefits in relation to the




prem um char ged

(3) the suitability of the benefits to the needs and
interests of the participating enpl oyees and the enpl oyer;

(4) the ability of the conpany to provide benefits under
the contract and the financial stability of the conpany; and

(5) the efficacy of the contract in the recruitnent and
retenti on of enpl oyees.

The principal admnistrator shall periodically review each
approved conpany. A conpany may continue to provide adnministrative
services and funding vehicles for the self-nmanaged plan only so |ong
as it continues to be an approved conpany under contract wth the
principal admnistrator.

(d) Enployee Direction. Enployees who are participating in the
program nmust be allowed to direct the transfer of their account
bal ances anbng the various investnent options offered, subject to

appl i cabl e contractual provisions. The participant shall not be
deened a fiduciary by reason of providing such i nvestnment direction
A person who is a fiduciary shall not be liable for any |oss

resulting from such investnent direction and shall not be deened to
have breached any fiduciary duty by acting in accordance w th that
direction. The self-managed plan does not guarantee any of the
i nvestnents in the enpl oyee's account bal ances.

(e) Participation. An eligible enployee nust nake a witten
el ection in accordance with the provisions of Section 3-109.2 and the
procedures established under the self-nmanaged plan. Participation in
t he sel f-managed plan by an eligible enployee who elects to
participate in the self-mnaged plan shall begin on the first day of
the first pay period following the later of the date the enpl oyee's
election is filed with the fund or the enployer, but in no event
sooner than the effective date of the self-nmanaged plan

A police officer who has elected to participate in the
sel f-managed plan under this Section nust continue participation
while enployed in an eligible position, and nay not participate in
any other retirenent program adm nistered by the nunicipality while
enpl oyed as a police officer by that nmunicipality. Participation in
the sel f-managed plan under this Section shall constitute nenbership
in an Article 3 pension fund.

(f) No Duplication of Service Credit. Notwi thstandi ng any ot her
provision of this Article, a police officer may not purchase or
receive service or service credit applicable to any other retirenent
program adm nistered by a fund under this Article for any period
during which the police officer was a participant in the self-mnaged
pl an established under this Section.

(g) Contributions. The self-nmanaged plan shall be funded by
contributions fromparticipants in the sel f-managed plan and enpl oyer
contributions as provided in this Section

The contribution rate for a participant in the self-nmanaged plan
under this Section shall be a mininumof 10%of his or her salary.

This required contribution shall be nmade as an "enpl oyer pick-up”
under Section 414(h) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 or any
successor Section t her eof . An enployee may nmmke additiona
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contributions to the self-nmanaged plan in accordance with the terns
of the plan.

The sel f-managed plan shall provide for enployer contributions to
be credited to each sel f-nmanaged plan participant at a rate of 10% of
the participating enployee's salary, |less the ampunt of the enpl oyer
contribution used to provide disability benefits for the enployee.
The anmpunts so credited shall be paid into the participant's
sel f-managed plan accounts in the nmanner prescribed by the plan

An amount of enployer contribution, not exceeding 1.5% of the
partici pati ng enpl oyee's salary, shall be used for the purpose of
providing disability benefits to the participating enployee. Prior
to the beginning of each plan year under the self-nmanaged plan, the
principal admnistrator shall determ ne, as a percentage of salary,
the ampbunt of enpl oyer contributions to be allocated during that plan
year for providing disability benefits for enployees in t he
sel f - managed pl an.

(h) Vesting; Wthdrawal; Return to Service. A participant in
the self-mnaged plan becones fully vested in t he enpl oyer
contributions credited to his or her account in the self-nanaged plan
on the earliest to occur of the foll ow ng:

(1) conpletion of 6 years of service with the nunicipality;

or
T (2) the death of the participating enpl oyee while enpl oyed
by the nmunicipality, if the participant has conpleted at |east
1.5 years of service
A partici pant in t he sel f-managed plan who receives a
distribution of his or her vested ampunts fromthe sel f-mnaged plan
upon or after termnation of enploynment shall forfeit all service

credit and accrued rights in the fund of his or her enployer; if
subsequently re-enployed, the participant shall be considered a new
enployee. If a fornmer participant again beconmes a participating

enpl oyee and continues as such for at least 2 years, all such rights,
service credit, and previous status as a participant shall be
restored upon repaynent of the anount of the distribution without
i nterest.

(i) Benefit anmounts. If a participating enployee who is fully
vested in enployer contri butions terni nat es enpl oynent , t he
partici pating enployee shall be entitled to a benefit which is based
on the account values attributable to both enployer and enployee
contri butions and any investnent return thereon.

If a participating enployee who is not fully vested in enpl oyer
contributions terninates enploynent, the enpl oyee shall be entitled
to a benefit based on the account values attributable to the
enpl oyee's contributions and any investnent return thereon, plus the
following percentage of enployer contributions and any investnent
return thereon: 20% after the second year; 40% after the third vyear
60% after the fourth year; 80% after the fifth year; and 100% after
the sixth year.

Sec. 3-110. Creditable service.

(a) "Creditable service" is the tinme served by a police officer




as a menber of a regularly constituted police force of a
muni ci pality. [In conmputing creditable service furloughs w thout pay
exceedi ng 30 days shall not be counted, but all |eaves of absence for
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illness or accident, regardless of length, and all periods of
disability retirenent for which a police officer has received no
di sability pension payments under this Article shall be counted.

(a-5) Up to 3 years of tine during which the police officer
receives a disability pension wunder Section 3-114.1, 3-114. 2,
3-114.3, or 3-114.6 shall be counted as creditable service, provided
that (i) the police officer returns to active service after the
disability for a period at |least equal to the period for which credit
is to be established and (ii) the police officer nmakes contri butions
to the fund based on the rates specified in Section 3-125.1 and the

sal ary upon whi ch t he disability pension is based. These
contributions may be paid at any tinme prior to the commencenent of a
retirenment pension. The police officer may, but need not, elect to
have the contributions deducted fromthe disability pension or to pay
themin installnments on a schedul e approved by the board. If not
deducted fromthe disability pension, the contributions shall include

interest at the rate of 6% per year, conpounded annually, fromthe
date for which service credit is being established to the date of

payment . If contributions are paid under this subsection (a-5) in
excess of those needed to establish the credit, the excess shall be
r ef unded. This subsection (a-5) applies to persons receiving a

disability pension wunder Section 3-114.1, 3-114.2, 3-114.3, or
3-114.6 on the effective date of this amendatory Act of the 9l1st
General Assenbly, as well as persons who begin to receive such a
disability pension after that date.

(b) Creditable service includes all periods of service in the
mlitary, naval or air forces of the United States entered upon while
an active police officer of a nunicipality, provided that upon
applying for a permanent pension, and in accordance with the rul es of
the board, the police officer pays into the fund the amunt the
officer would have contributed if he or she had been a regular
contributor during such period, to the extent that the nunicipality
which the police officer served has not made such contributions in
the officer's behalf. The total amunt of such creditable service
shall not exceed 5 years, except that any police officer who on July
1, 1973 had nore than 5 vyears of such creditable service shal
recei ve the total ampunt thereof.

(c) Creditable service also includes service rendered by a
police officer while on | eave of absence froma police departnment to
serve as an executive of an organi zati on whose nenbershi p consists of
menbers of a police departnment, subject to the follow ng conditions:
(i) the police officer is a participant of a fund established under
this Article with at |least 10 years of service as a police officer
(ii) the police officer received no credit for such service under any
other retirement system pension fund, or annuity and benefit fund
included in this Code; (iii) pursuant to the rules of the board the
police officer pays to the fund the anmount he or she would have
contributed had the officer been an active nenber of the police




departnent; and (iv) the organization pays a contribution equal to
the municipality's normal cost for that period of service.

(d)(1) Creditable service also includes periods of service
originally established in another police pension fund under this
Article or in the Fund established under Article 7 of this Code for
which (i) the contributions have been transferred under Section
3-110.7 or Section 7-139.9 and (ii) any additional contribution
requi red under paragraph (2) of this subsection has been paid in ful
in accordance with the requirenents of this subsection (d).

(2) If the board of the pension fund to which creditable service
and related contributions are transferred under Section 3-110.7 or
7-139.9 determ nes that the amount transferred is less than the true
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cost to the pension fund of allowi ng that creditable service to be
established, then in order to establish that creditable service the
police officer nust pay to the pension fund, w thin the paynent
period specified in paragraph (3) of this subsection, an additiona
contribution equal to the difference, as determ ned by the board in
accordance with the rules and procedures adopted under paragraph (6)
of this subsection.

(3) Except as provided in paragraph (4), the additiona
contribution nmust be paid to the board (i) within 5 years from the
date of the transfer of contributions wunder Section 3-110.7 or
7-139.9 and (ii) before the police officer termnates service wth
the fund. The additional contribution may be paid in a lunmp sum or
in accordance with a schedule of installnment paynments authorized by
t he board.

(4) If the police officer dies in service before paynent in ful
has been nmade and before the expiration of the 5-year paynent period,
the surviving spouse of the officer my elect to pay the unpaid
amount on the officer's behalf within 6 nonths after the date of
death, in which case the <creditable service shall be granted as
t hough the deceased police officer had paid the remining bal ance on
the day before the date of death.

(5) |If the additional <contribution is not paid in full within
the required tine, the creditable service shall not be granted and
the police officer (or the officer's surviving spouse or estate)
shall be entitled to receive a refund of (i) any partial paynment of
the additional contribution that has been nade by the police officer
and (ii) those portions of the anpunts transferred under subdivision
(a)(1) of Section 3-110.7 or subdivisions (a)(1l) and (a)(3) of
Section 7-139.9 that represent enployee contributions paid by the
police of ficer (but not the accunulated interest on those
contributions) and interest paid by the police officer to the prior
pension fund in order to reinstate service term nated by acceptance
of a refund.

At the time of paying a refund under this item (5), the pension
fund shal | al so repay to the pension fund from which the
contributions were transferred under Section 3-110.7 or 7-139.9 the
amount originally transferred under subdivision (a)(2) of that
Section, plus interest at the rate of 6% per year, compounded
annually, fromthe date of the original transfer to the date of



repaynment. Anounts repaid to the Article 7 fund under this provision
shall be credited to the appropriate nunicipality.

Transferred credit that is not granted due to failure to pay the
additional contribution within the required time is lost; it may not
be transferred to another pension fund and may not be reinstated in
the pension fund fromwhich it was transferred.

(6) The Public Enpl oyee Pension Fund Division of the Departnent

shall be entitled to a disability retirement pension equal to the
greatest of (1) 65%of the salary attached to the rank on the police
force held by the officer at the date of suspension of duty or
retirement, (2) the retirenment pension that the police officer would
be eligible to receive if he or she retired (but not including any

automatic annual increase in that retirenment pension), or (3) the
pensi on provi ded under subsection (d), if applicable.

muni ci pality he or she serves, whether the assignnent is wthin or
outside the nmunicipality.

(b) If a police officer on disability pension dies while stil
di sabl ed, the disability pension shall continue to be paid to his or
her survivors in the sequence provided in Section 3-112.

(d) A disabled police officer who (1) is receiving a pension

subsection, including an affidavit stating that the applicant has not

The annual increase shall accrue on each anniversary of the
initial pension paynent date, for so long as the pension renmins
payable to the disabled police officer and the required annua
application is nmade, except that the annual increases under this
subsection shall cease iif the disabled police officer earns incone
fromgai nful enploynment. Wthin 60 days after accepting an initia
application under this subsection, the Fund shall pay to the disabl ed
police officer, in a lunp sumw thout interest, the anpunts resulting
fromthe annual increases that have accrued retroactively.

This subsection is not limted to persons in active service on or
after its effective date, but it applies only to a pension that is
payabl e under this Section to a disabled police officer (rather than
a survivor).

(b) The Ceneral Assenbly finds that service in a police
departnent that also has firefighting duties requires officers to
perform unusual tasks in tines of stress and danger; that officers
are subject to exposure to extrene heat or extreme cold in certain
seasons while perfornmng their duties; that they are required to work
in t he mdst of and are subject to heavy snoke fumes and
carci nogeni c, poisonous, toxic, or chemcal gases from fires; and
that these conditions exist and arise out of or in the course of
enpl oynment .

(c) An active officer with 5 or nore years of creditable service
who is found to be unable to perform his or her duties in the
departnment by reason of heart disease, stroke, tuberculosis, or any
di sease of the lungs or respiratory tract, resulting fromservice as
an officer, is entitled to an occupati onal disease disability pension
during any period of such disability for which he or she has no right
to receive salary.

An active officer who has conpleted 5 or nore years of service
and is unable to performhis or her duties in the departnment by
reason of a disabling cancer, which develops or manifests itself
during a period while the officer is in the service of the
departnent, is entitled to receive an occupational disease disability
benefit during any period of such disability for which he or she does
not have a right to receive salary. In order to receive this
occupational disease disability benefit, (i) the cancer nust be of a
type that may be caused by exposure to heat, radiation, or a known
carcinogen as defined by the International Agency for Research on
Cancer and (ii) the cancer nust (and is rebuttably presuned to) arise
as a result of service as an officer

An officer who, after the effective date of this anendatory Act
of 1998, enters the service of a conbined police and fire departnent
and has regular firefighting duties shall be exam ned by one or nore
practicing physicians appointed by the board. |[|f the exami nation
di scl oses inpairnment of the heart, lungs, or respiratory tract, or
the existence of cancer, the officer shall not be entitled to an
occupati onal disease disability pension under this Section unless and




until a subsequent examination reveals no such inpairnment or cancer

The occupational disease disability pension shall be equal to the
greater of 65% of the salary attached to the rank held by the officer
at the time of his or her renmoval fromthe municipality's departnent
payroll or (2) the retirement pension that the police officer would
be eligible to receive if he or she retired (but not including any
automati c annual increase in that retirenment pension).

The occupational disease disability pension is payable to the

of ficer during the period of the disability. If the disability
ceases before the death of the officer, the disability pension
payable wunder this Section shall also cease and the of ficer
thereafter shall receive such pension benefits as are provided in
accordance with other provisions of this Article.

(a) Any person enployed by a Departnment who receives salary for
personal services rendered to the Departnment on a warrant issued
pursuant to a payroll voucher certified by a Departnent and drawn by
the State Conptroller upon the State Treasurer, including an el ected
official described in subparagraph (d) of Section 14-104, shal
become an enpl oyee for purpose of nenbership in the Retirenent System
on the first day of such enpl oynment.

A person entering service on or after January 1, 1972 and prior
to January 1, 1984 shall becone a nenber as a condition of enploynent
and shall begin meking contributions as of the first day of
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enpl oynment .

A person entering service on or after January 1, 1984 shall, upon
conpl etion of 6 nonths of continuous service which is not interrupted
by a break of nore than 2 nonths, becone a nmenber as a condition of
enpl oynent .

service, 2 1/2%for each year above 10 years to and including 20
years of «creditable service, and 2 3/4% for each year of
creditabl e service above 20 years; and

(ii) for periods of eligible creditable service as a
covered enployee: if retirenent occurs on or after January 1,
2001, 2.5% of final average conpensation for each year of
creditable service; if retirement occurs before January 1, 2001
1.67% of final average conpensation for each of the first 10
years of such service, 1.90%for each of the next 10 years of
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such service, 2.10% for each year of such service in excess of 20

but not exceeding 30, and 2.30% for each year in excess of 30.

Such annuity shall be subject to a maximum of 75% of fina
average conpensation if retirenent occurs before January 1, 2001 or
to a maxi num of 80% of final average conpensation if retirenent
occurs on or after January 1, 2001

These rates shall not be applicable to any service performed by a
menber as a covered enployee which is not eligible creditable
service. Service as a covered enployee which is not eligible

creditable service shall be subject to the rates and provisions of
Section 14-108.

A person enployed in one of the positions specified in this

subsection is entitled to eligible creditable service for service
credit earned wunder this Article while undergoing the basic police
trai ning course approved by the Illinois Law Enforcenment Training
Standards Board, if conpletion of that training is required of
persons serving in that position. For the purposes of this Code,
service during the required basic police training course shall be
deened performance of the duties of the specified position, even
though the person is not a sworn peace officer at the tine of the
traini ng.

(1) The term "state policeman" includes any title or
position in the Departnment of State Police that is held by an
i ndi vi dual enpl oyed under the State Police Act.

(7) The term"investigator for the Department of Revenue"
means any person enpl oyed by the Departnent of Revenue and vested
with such investigative duties as render himineligible for
coverage under the Social Security Act by reason of Sections
218(d)(5)(A), 218(d)(8)(D) and 218(1)(1) of that Act.

(8) The term"security enployee of the Departnent of Human
Services" nmeans any person enployed by the Departnment of Human
Services who (i) is enployed at the Chester Mental Health Center
and has daily contact wth the residents thereof, (ii) is
enmployed within a security unit at a facility operated by the
Department and has daily contact wth the residents of the
security wunit, (iii) is enployed at a facility operated by the
Departnment that includes a security unit and is regularly
schedul ed to work at |east 50% of his or her working hours within
that security unit, or (iv) whe is a nental health police
of ficer. "Mental health police officer" nmeans any person
enpl oyed by the Departnment of Human Services in a position
pertaining to the Departnment's nental health and devel opnental
disabilities functions who is vested with such | aw enforcenent
duties as render the person ineligible for coverage under the
Soci al Security Act by reason of Sections 218(d)(5)(A),
218(d)(8) (D) and 218(1)(1) of that Act. "Security wunit" neans
that portion of a facility that is devoted to the care,
contai nnent, and treatnent of persons conmitted to the Departnent
of Human Services as sexually violent persons, persons unfit to
stand trial, or persons not guilty by reason of insanity. Wth
respect to past enploynent, references to the Departnent of Human
Services include its predecessor, the Departnent of Mental Health
and Devel opnental Disabilities.
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(9) "Central Managenment Services security police officer”
means any person enpl oyed by the Departnent of Central Managenent
Services who is vested with such | aw enforcenent duties as render
himineligible for coverage under the Social Security Act by

(10) The term "security enployee of the Departnment of

of ficer or an enmpl oyee who has direct contact wth commtted
persons in the performance of his or her job duties.

(11) The term "dangerous drugs investigator" neans any
person who is enployed as such by the Departnment of Human
Servi ces.

Police" means a person enployed by the Departnent of State Police
who is vested under Section 4 of the Narcotic Control Division
Abolition Act wth such law enforcenent powers as render him
ineligible for coverage under the Social Security Act by reason
of Sections 218(d)(5)(A), 218(d)(8)(D) and 218(1)(1) of that Act.

(13) "lInvestigator for the Ofice of the Attorney General"
means any person who is enployed as such by the Ofice of the
Attorney General and is vested with such investigative duties as
render himineligible for coverage under the Social Security Act
by reason of Sections 218(d)(5)(A), 218(d)(8)(D) and 218(1)(1) of
that Act. For the period before January 1, 1989, the term
i ncludes all persons who were enployed as investigators by the
O fice of the Attorney General, w thout regard to social security
st at us.

(14) "Controlled substance inspector"” nmeans any person who
is enpl oyed as such by the Departnent of Professional Regulation
and is vested wth such |aw enforcement duties as render him
i neligible for coverage under the Social Security Act by reason
of Sections 218(d)(5)(A), 218(d)(8)(D) and 218(1)(1) of that Act.
The term "controlled substance inspector" includes the Program
Executive of Enforcenment and the Assistant Program Executive of
Enf or cenent .

(15) The term "investigator for the Ofice of the State's
Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor" nmeans a person enployed in that
capacity on a full time basis under the authority of Section 7.06
of the State's Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor's Act.

(16) "Conmerce Conmission police officer"” nmeans any person
enpl oyed by the I1linois Comerce Comm ssion who is vested with
such | aw enforcenent duties as render himineligible for coverage
under the Social Security Act by reason of Sections 218(d)(5)(A),
218(d)(8)(D), and 218(1)(1) of that Act.

(17) "Arson investigator" neans any person who is enpl oyed
as such by the Ofice of the State Fire Mirshal and is vested
with such |law enforcenent duties as render the person ineligible
for coverage under the Social Security Act by reason of Sections
218(d)(5) (A, 218(d)(8)(D), and 218(1)(1) of that Act. A person
who was enpl oyed as an arson investigator on January 1, 1995 and
is no longer in service but not vyet receiving a retirenent
annuity may convert his or her creditable service for enploynent
as an arson investigator into eligible creditable service by
paying to the System the difference between the enpl oyee
contributions actually paid for that service and the anpunts that
woul d have been contributed if the applicant were contributing at
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the rate applicable to persons wth the sane social security

status earning eligible creditable service on the date of

application.

(d) A security enployee of the Departnent of Corrections, and a
security enployee of the Departnent of Human Services who is not a
mental health police officer, shall not be eligible for t he
alternative retirement annuity provided by this Section unless he or
she neets the follow ng mnimum age and service requirenments at the
time of retirenent:
